Sen. Dirksen Has Proposal 
To Shorten Senate Hearings 


No Details; 
WilTRequest 
Vote Monday 


Rumor Charges To 
Be Limited to Sen. 
McCarthy, Stevens

WASHINGTON — U?) - 


Sen. Dirksen (R-I11) said to- 
day he will ask the senate in- 
vestigating subcommittee for 
a showdown vote Monday on 
a "concrete proposal which, 
if adopted, should end the 
McCarthy-army hearings 
very soon." 


Allhough Dirksen declined lo 


supply any details in an inlerview, 
GOP members of Ihe inquiry 
group canvassed with Republican 
Policy Committee members at a 
secret meeting Friday night the 
prospects of- limiting further_testi- 
mony in the spectacular probe 
primarily to Sen. McCarthy (R- 
Wis) and Secretary of the Army 
Stevens. 


Stevens Balks 


One Republican senator, who 


asked not to be'named publicly, 
saici the informal decision was 
made to urge White House officials 
to bring" pressure on Stevens to 
agree to some such compromise. 


This senator said Stevens was 


balking at telescoping the hearings 
but predicted some compromise 
might be reached over the week 
end. 


Army Counsel Joseph N. Welch, 


who turned down a similar pro- 
posal earlier in* Ihe week, would 
not indicate in advance the De- 
tense Department's attitude toward 
any now move of this kind.

But Sen. McCIellan (Ark), senior 


subcommittee Democrat, served

Is McCarthy Right or Wrong? 


The army's attempt to discredit Senator Joseph McCar- 


thy is, of course, a very controversial subject, but what is 
vitally important to the American public is to have the real 
truth and all the facts of the entire controversy made public., 


In The Evening Telegraph in Thursday's edition an As- 


sociated Press columnist gave Secretary of the Army Robert 
Stevens a bouquet for his calm and even temper, his patience 
and endurance and his lack of "barking at McCarthy." The 
AP writer said' that Stevens had never "publicly" taken a 
stand against McCarthy until, said Stevens, McCarthy had 
insulted a general-

Well, we have been reading the accounts of the corny 


home talent show in the hearing room in Washington and 
listening to the1 radio and watching television when time al- 
/owed, and in pur opinion Secretary of the Army Stevens has 
done a poor job of explaining and defending McCarthy's 
charge that somebody in the Pentagon is covering up for 
Communists in the army.

The Democratic members of the committee are.quite 


evidently delighted to do everything they can to keep the 
brawl at a high tempo for as long as possible, feeling, no 
doubt, that they arc making political capital for the congres- 
sional campaign this fall. McCarthy's efforts to prove his 
contentions are hamstrung by the lack of cooperation on the 
part of administration appointees, who seem to be desperate- 
ly striving to refuse to give evidence that would be of any 
help to the McCarthy charges. 


• / • * 


Of course, we have no idea what the coming days will 


bring out in the way of evidence, but up to the present it 
seems to us that Senator McCarthy is doing a patriotic and 
praiseworthy job of attempting to show that,the army has 
been lax in weeding out subversives in high places. If the 
noisylicarings in Washington are doing the Republican party 
some damage, we believe that the American people will feel 
that getting Communists out of government is more impor- 
tant to the welfare and safety of this nation than anything 
that may happen to any political party.

The fact that Private David Schine got some days off to 


help finish his work with the McCarthy committee, or that 
his feet were so big he couldn't wear army shoes, are really 
insignificant items. Even if the McCarthy staff tried to get 
Schine a commission in the army it is not a crime nor is it 
even unusual. Many senators and congressmen have inter- 
vened in efforts to get commissions for constituents or 
friends and people in high places in government have tried 
and have succeeded. Jimmy Roosevelt made the grade. It 
could be that somebody put in a word for Jimmy. 
• • • 


We want Communists out of government positions anc 


away from spots where they have access to army defense 
plans. We know they have been carrying these secret plam 
to Russia- It is plain that that their presence in govern- 
ment positions is a serious threat to the very life of this re- 
public. 


It seems to us'that the army does not like to have the 


McCarthy committee probing the army for Communists. It 
also seems to us that somebody certainly should be doing 
just that and McCarthy apparently does a better job of prob- 
ing for Communists than anyone else, so to our way of 
thinking he should be allowed to continue. Right now the 
anti-McCarthy forces have the McCarthy committee com- 
pletely stopped in its hunt for subversives anywhere in gov- 
ernment. This road-block will continue to exist while the 
present hearing continues. Is that good? 


, If the government forces arrayed against the Wiscon- 


sin senator and his aides are successful in barring evidence 
needed to prove McCarthy's charges, justice may not be 
Served. 


If there is no such evidence and the McCarthy charges 


are a fraud we also want to know about that. The whole 
truth should be brought to light, no matter how many offi- 
cials are embarrassed or hurt and no matter what political 
party is hurt

Studies Way 
To Meet Red 
Indb Threat 


Dulles Hints Plans 
Might Include Use 
Of an Armed Force 


WASHINGTON — </P) — 


The Eisenhower administra- 
tion is considering defense 
commitments for Southeast 
Asia which "might involve 
the use of armed force" to 
block Communist conquest of 
that rich, strategic area. 


But under "present conditions" 


the administration has no intention 
of sending American forces to fight 
in the war in Indochina. A "suit- 
nbe basis" for such action is 
lacking.

These basic points of administra- 


tion approach, to the Indochina 
crisis were laid down by Secretary 
of State Dulles Friday night in a 
nation-wide broadcast only hours 
after news of the fall Of Dicn Bicn 
Phu reached the American capital. 


Word that Communist besiegers 


had finally overrun the Indochina 
fortrcs.s brough calls Irom a num- 
ber of U. S. leaders for new efforts 
toward united action against Red 
aggression in'Southeast Asia.

President- Elsenhower messaged 


President, Rone Coty of Franca 
that .Dlcn Bicn Phu 
defenders 


should know "that no sacrifice -of 
theirs has been in vain; that th« 
free world will remain faithful to 
the causes for which they have *o 
nobly fought." He sent similar 
word to the Viet Nam ctticf of 
stale, Bao Dal, in whose land lies 
the fallen fortress. 


Eisenhower summoned a special 


meeting of the National Security 
Council today for a purpose not. 
announced, but virtually certain to 
include discussion of Indochina. 
The Council is the nation's lop 
strategy body. 


Dulles, a Security Council mem- 


ber, used an informal "fireside 
chat" .approach to his television 
and radio audience Friday, mak- 
ing small changes in his prepared 
text as he went along but not al- 
lot ing the general tenor of his talk. 


Sees Hope 


He cxpicssed confidence 
that 


discussions now under way with 10 
friendly 'nations — Britain and 
France among ihcm—on the de- 
fense of Southcasl Asia will result 
in a fiee world coalition that will 
rock Communist aggression Ihcrc. 
Bui he canlioned: 


"This common defense may in- 


volve serious commilmenls by us 
all. Bui free people will never re- 
main free unless they are willing 
lo fight for their'vital interests." 


So far as the United Stales is 


concerned, Dulles said that entet- 
ing into such comnutmcnl is possi- 
ble only on two conditions: 


1. Congressional approval would 


have to be given. Congress, he 
said, "is a full partner" with the 
fulnunistiation in any such enter- 
prise.

2. Other fice nations would have 


to join the pledge and share the 
burden. In Dulles' words, there 
would have to be "an adequate 
collective effort based on genuine 
mutuality of purpose in defending 
vital interests."

Iwecn Ihe long range problem of 
securing Soulheasl Asia generally 
against Red conquest and dealing 
now wilh the war which is actively 
under way m the Indochina state 
of Viet Nam.

, You can see peg-board used to- 
day for displaying merchandise in 
smart shops, for decorative effects 
in living rooms, as room dividers 
and screens. You can see it used 
in kitchens .for hanging pots and 
and pans, cooking forks, memo 
pads, can openers—everything you 
want to have handy. 


When used to line' closets, this

When possible, the brads should 
penetrate l inch into the nailing 
base. The brads are countersunk 
with a nailset and brad holes are 
filled with wood putty. 


A Saddle-Seat Desk ior Young Buckaroos 


Here's a week-end workshop project that will bring 
years of pleasure to any child—a saddle-seat desk that 
won't wobble. Its three legs assure even support. All 
you need is a few pieces of ?i-inch hardwood plywood, 
a length of 5.1-inch base shoe moulding, some corner 
irons and ?i-inch No. 9 flat-headed wood screws. Cut 
the plywood pieces as shown in the bottom drawings, 
then join the Center and end frames at the slots in 
egg-crate fashion (picture l). Plane the top edge of 
the end frame so it has the same slant as the top of 
the frame. The assembled unit (picture 2) now is 
ready to receive the desk top, which is simply an 
18x24-inch hardwood plywood rectangle. When edges 
are exposed lumber core plywood generally is speci-

fied? Attach With four 21-." corner irons (picture 3). 
Fasten base shoe moulding high across the desk top 
for a pencil rail, using l" screws applied from the 
back. Finally, cut the saddle from a plywood scrap 
and attach with four l',i" corner irons. A support 
of loose boards will make this operation easier (pic- 
ture 4). Give the desk a natural finish to bring out 
the rich wood beauty and-it's ready to delight the 
heart of any child (picture 5). Hardwood plywood, the 
same material used in making the finest furniture, is 
available at modest cost in mahogany, oak, gum, ma- 
ple, walnut, birch and other species at most lumber 
yards.

The committee, now 
working on a house-passed tax 
overhaul bill, also was said to 
have agreed to double the ceiling

deductions, raising 


them to $2,500 for an individual 
and $10,000 for a family.

Our President's Leadership Can 


Increase National Unity 


Not long ago President Eisenhower lamented that the 


American people and the press seem to be captivated by the 
things that divide the country, rather than the things tftat 
draw them together. 
Actually, this is an old lament in new dress- People are 


always interested in conflict, and editors know it. Further- 
more, the newspapers cannot in any real sense control the 
content of the news. They simply reflect what is going on. 


If there is conflict, it will be reported. It could not pos- 


sibly be played down and other news played up and still 
leave the newspaper any claim to doing a full and honest job. 


Admittedly the divisive forces working within this na- 


tion are more powerful than at any other time in the coun- 
try's history except the Civil war. Indeed, more than one 
observer of national affairs has gone so far as to say we are 
today engaged in a sort of cold civil war. 


Whether or not the matter has reached.that extreme, 


the conflicts are sharp and the differences wide. And-the 
combatants appear to grow more harsh and humorless as the 
days pass. 
. 
Mr. Eisenhower evidently wishes these unhappy divi- 


sions could all be brushed away and we could attack our 
problems as a unified people. It would be nice, but it is not 
so easy as all that- 


To be sure, some Americans magnify and play upon 


these conflicts,' for a variety of reasons, often quite per- 
sonal. But at base this schism goes deep into the hearts 
and minds of the people. (How can they be expected to be 
disinterested in a contest in which they themselves are the 
main participants? 


The American people today are highly troubled by the 


world they live in. They see many things happening that 
they do not like, both at home and abroad. They are pressed 
in a hundred ways theyr never dreamed of a decade and a 
half ago. 
• * • 


The divisions we suffer mirror the tremendous tensions 


of the time. It would be odd if we all saw our problems the 
same way. No people ever does, least of all a people so 
varied in character and background as Americans. 


Acknowledging this does not mean, however, that we 


must simply accept these divisions and do nothing about 
them. 


We must do all we can to minimize our differences, to 


• find new footing for broader harmony, to achieve solutions 


that are widely acceptable- This is a task for leadership at 
its most energetic and imaginative level, leadership that can 
come only from the White House. 


The divisions cannot be wished away. To sit back and 


hope, or merely talk, is to abandon the field to men who 
find a stake in exaggerating our conflicts. They can only 
be healed by statesmanlike action which gains the confidence 
of the whole people.

The Doctor Says: 


True Hysteria Differs From 
Common Emotional Upsets 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Among the challenging mental 


disorders with which we are some- 
times faced is a condition known 
as "hysteria." This should not be 
confused with the condition meant 
by the expression, "don't be hys- 
terical." 


The latter condition occurs when 


some person become* emotionally 
upset, laughs, or cries too hard or 
has an uncontrollable fit of rage. 


Hysteria, from the medical view- 


point, is something quite different. 
The patient with true hysteria has 
disturbances in sensation, perhaps 
convulsions, or is unable to move 
certain muscles. 


Such symptoms, however, are 


not caused by a recognizable dis- 
ease of the nervous system, like 
a brain tumor or polio. 


# » » 


In hysteria, an attack of convul- 


sions may be started because of 
some emotional sjtuatlon. The con- 
vulsions allow the x-ictlm of hyste- 
ria to escape from a difficult situ 
a lion. 


Of course, not all convulsions arc 


caused by hysteria, and they must 
be distinguished from the convul 
sions produced by epilepsy or other 
nervous conditions. 


Loss of power over muscular 


movement caused by hysteria may 
occur in almost any part of the 
body. It is important, but some- 
times difficult, to make a correct 
diagnosis.

In this form, as in other forms 


of hysteria, the probable cause is 
an unconscious attempt to develop 
an excuse for not facing a difficult 
situation. 


The change in sensation often 


present In hysteria is a most in 
teresting condition. The ability ol 
some part of the skin to "feel" 
js generally lost entirely: a pin 
can be stuck deep into that area 
without causing any pain. 
• * » 


The treatment of'symptoms of 


true hysteria is often difficult. The 
cause of the mental strain must be 
sought and studied. 


Gradual persuasion and reeduca 


lion is helpful for some, but other 
methods must be used on many oc- 
casions. The successful treatment 
of hysteria is a challenging prob 
1cm. 


As with the other mental disor- 


ders, the ultimate aim of research 
is to find out more about its causes, 
so that it can be prevented or 
promptly treated.

A Saturday Night Historical Notebook 
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Vive la France... Villa Louis... Oldest Illinois Home... First Lee County Resident, LaSallier

Wo received a notice Oils week from the State His- 


torical Society of Wisconsin informing us the Villa Louis 
in Prairie du Chlcn is now open for the summer season. 
The historic old house has opened, but the annual Villa 
Louis -opening day celebration won't 
be held until May 15 and 16. 


The Villa Louis was built by Col- 


onel Hercules Dousman, Wisconsin's 
first millionaire and the agent of John 
Jacob Astor's American Fur company. 
On the site of the Villa Louis stood 
Forts Shelby and Crawford, two of the 
earliest American Army posts in the 
region. 


Colonel Dousman built the Villa 


Louis in 1843. but in the early 1870's 
Rncrr 


the home was remodeled and enlarged, and because of 
extensive changes at the time, its style today is mid-Vic- 
torian, Tiic interior is considered one of the best and 
most complete examples of mid-nineteenth century style 
to be found in the Middle West.

The old French names In the Mory about tho 


old houw In Prairie du Chlen reminded w that wo 
often forget how long white men have been roam- 
ing tho Mississippi valley. Usually wo mark our 
hUtory by the wave of settlors from the enM. In 
the ca»e of the Rock river valley that is the 1830'.'.. 


W* forget the history of white men in our re- 


gion date* back to 1678 when Father Marquette 
and Louis Jolllet flr»t made ttielr way south from 
Canada along the Wisconsin and MinnliMlppl riv- 
er* to explore the rich center of North America. 


Those two early explorers were followed by French 


trappers across this wide land, and soon the French 
empire, in the form of trading posts and forts extended 
through the Illinois country as far south as the Ohio 
river. 
It was not until 1763 that England managed to 


wrest Illinois from the French. 
.

Two well-known buildings still are In existence to 


remind u* of the days when Louix XIV claimed this 
land. The oldest private dwelling in the Midwest stands 
in Cahokia. It is the Jean Baptiste Saucier house, which 
was built about 1737. Cahokia itself was founded in 1699. 
The name of the man 'who built the house is unknown, 
but Captain Saucier, who designed and built Fort de 
Chartres a few miles below Cahokia, bought the house 
in 1763. 


It was uied as a private dwelling for a half century, 


and then was converted into a courthouse. At present, 
it is generally known as Cahokia Courthouse. 


After being abandoned as a courthoime, thn 


building was a tavern and'meeting hall, but fin- 
ally r«vtrt»d to It* original statue, a private home. 
Various fatnllkM lived In It until 1*04 when it was 
moved to St. Lmil* for exhibition during th« 
World'* Fair. *h« the fair «*4«4. fte nous* 


moved to Chicago, set up at the south end of 


flafknon park and remained there until 193». 
II nan movrd back to Its original foundation, and 
now IN maintained by the State of Illinois. It is 


' 
ojtcn to tho public a.s a museum. 


The construction is unusual, in that the logs used were 


placed perpendicularly in the French fashion, while in the 
later type of buildings, logs were horizontal.

Another famous French home is the Pierre Mcnard 


house in Kaskaskia. 
Mcnard was a Quebec-born fur 


trader who came to Illinois when it was a part of the 
Northwest Territory. He prospered as a merchant and 
in 1802 built his home in French Colonial style. Menard 
was prominent in the territorial government, and was 
the state's first lieutenant governor. 


The home was privately owned until 1927 when the 


state acquired it and converted it Into a public museum. 
Today the house, tho foundations of a French fort and a 
small cemetery are all that remain of the original Kas- 
kaskia.

Frank Stevens' "History of Lee County" re- 


port* tho fir.it white, man to frequent the Rock 
river valley was 1'ierre LaPorte, a Frenchman 
from 
Fort 
Frontennc, Ontario, who hunted, 


trapped and traded along the river from the Be- 
loit, Wit., area to the river'* mouth. 


Slovens says. "With the, exception of a few 


trips made, to the Rocky mountains. Pierre l.a- 
Porte, covered this Rock river territory from the 
year 1780 to the year 1810. 


"He sold his furs usually, each springtime, at the 


point no\v called St. Joseph, Mich., and the point now 
called Chicago, in Illinois. 


"On a few occasions he trapped up-stream along Rock 


river, and at the end of such expeditions he sold his cargo 
of skins at Green Bay. now Wisconsin. At this point In 
the narrative, it may be interer-ting to learn that each, 
person or member of a trading party was expected to 
carry over the portages and along the trails, not less 
than 87 pounds of baggage. 


"This old Frenchman died at his home in Fort 


Frontenac. now Kingston, Ontario, about the year 1830... 


"LaPorto was but one of the myriad Frenchmen who 


blazed the way for the civilization which followed so 
rapidly. Like most of the Frenchmen, this one found no 
trouble at all in dealing amicably with the Indians. 
They were hospitable, and honorable in their dealings 
and they were remarkably true to all their friendships. 
The Indians who occupied the Rock river country, prin. 
cipally Winnebagoes, were like Indians elsewhere, treated 
fairly and they ever were found to be firm in their at- 
tachments, civil in their conduct and_ honorable in their 
business transactions." 


Stevens aNo reports that a Frenchman, La* 


Salller, Man-Hie first settler in Lc« county. H« 
apparently settled on Rock river In 1783. but It U 
not known definitely how long he lived here. H« 
married an indlaa woman* and tcmnHnj M 


ftom« report*, may have been the fattier of a 
woman who married Joseph Ogee, who operated 
the first ferry at Dixon. 
Ogee also was French.

The French Canadian trappers made their mark on 


the Rock river valley, but we cannot Ignore other French- 
men who had their effect later. Small groups of French 
settlers arrived in Lee county beginning in 1853. Many 
made their homes In Viola, Wyoming, May and Brook- 
lyn townships with lesser numbers in Dixon, South Dixon, 
Amboy, Harmon, East Grove, Braddford and Alto town- 
ships and Ashton. 


The French in Lee county were industrious, and con- 


tributed much to the progress and industry of the area. 
In reading the list of early French settlers, we.find many 
family names that remain well-known in the county 
today. 


The names include Gchant, Py, Leepy. Henry, Bres- 


son. Montavon, 
Antoine, Chaon, Jeanblanc.

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Job Figures Reflect Lack 
Of Confidence, Say Experts 


WASHINGTON-—The government's latest job figures • Indicated 


today the main trouble with the-nation's economy may be a lack of 
business and consumer confidence in the immediate future 


Business and consumers alike* 


are investing heavily in the long- 
term future. The booming con- 
struction industry is an indication 
of that. Business is-spending heavi- 
ly on new plants and equipment, 
consumers are continuing to buy 
new homes. 


But a Labor-Commerce Depart- 


ment survey on April employment 
showed Friday that major trou- 
ble spots in,the economy are the 
factories, the mines and the trans- 
portation field. 


Report Figure* 


This report said April employ- 


ment was 60.600,000. up nearly 
half a million from March and 
that unemployment had dropped 
from 260,000 from March to an 
April' total of 3,465,000. This con- 
forms to seasonal experience. 


However, the number of factory 


jobs continued to drop last month, 
with a decrease of 250,000 from 
March and 1.350,000 below a year 
ago. M i n i n g employment was 
23.000 under March and 100,000 un- 
der last year. There was a 15,000 
gain in transportation employment 
in April, but the level still was 
200,000 below a year ago. 


A top government economist 


reasons the situation this way: 


They're Worried 


Consumers, worried about how 


things will go in the next year or 
so. arc reluctant to take on short- 
term debts. This affects sales of 


such things as autos, refrigerators, 
TV sets and so on. 


Manufacturers of such items, 


noting 
slackened 
demand, 
are 


keeping stocks low. This i» de- 
>ressing factory activity and jobs. 
This in turn has lowered demand 


'or coal, steel and other raw ma- 
erials, reducing employment in 
those industries. 


Lower factory output and pro- 


duction of raw materials then 
have affected the transportation 
ndustry, where there have been 
heavy railroad layoffs. 


The rest of the economy seems 
o be thriving.

In thin 
connection Dulles praised a treaty 
recently concluded with Laos and 
steps to give Viet Nam its inde- 
pendence.

United States had progressively 
lifted the burden of war cost from 
the shoulders of France until to- 
day the United States is paying nt 
the rate of 800 million dollars a 
year plus supplying great quanti* 
ties of military equipment.
